“ T hirty-three miles of 
restricted 
w ate r stands between the vast pro­ 
ducing te rrito ry in th e heart of our 
continent and the gatew ay to pros­ 
perity,” Governor Theodore 
C hris­ 
tianson told the conference. 
“The 
problem already is solved. 
All it 
needs is an aroused interest on the 
p art of the people to m ake it a real­ 
ity .” 
The conference w as called by Gov. 
Theodore Christianson to arouse th a t 
interest. 
Delegations from v irtu a l­ 
ly all mid-west states and provinces 
of Canada were here for th is noon­ 
day luncheon. 
C harles P. Craig, 
executive director of the T idew ater 
Congress, and others addressed the 
luncheon. 
O ther sessions will be 
held to n ig h t and tomorrow. 
“T ransportation costs of 
g etting 
n o rth w est products to m arkets can 
be cut in half by com pletion of the 
project,” the governor declared. “The 
saving would rebound to the pro­ 
ducers. 
“ P rosperity in th e g rea t produc­ 
in g area of th e m id-continent m eans 
prosperity for all the continent. This 
project is ju st as im p o rta n t to n a ­ 
tional efficiency and economy as was 
th e completion of th e P an am a Can­ 
a l,” he said. 
"T he west supported the P anam a 
Canal project because it was of econ­ 
omic benefit to the 
nation 
as

w hole,” said D irector Craig. 
“ The 
wisdom of th a t project is manifest.

Y ork for 16 cents and it costs 26 
cents to get it there from Iowa. 
“ A griculture, 
h o rtic u ltu re 
and 
m a n u fa ctu rin g in terests of the m id­ 
w est are solidly behind th e project. 
Our governm ent is w ith us. 
Some 
selfish interests in th e east are offer­ 
in g the only opposition. 
“ A rrested developm ent m eans bus­ 
iness stag n atio n for every section of 
th e country. 
The en tire 
country 
w ill prosper w ith com pletion of the 
w ate rw a y .”

O n c e in a while you hear some critic of the films saying that 
everybody is so tied up with the financial end of the pictures, the 
box office criterion, that no one has the heart, the purpose, the 
high minded resolve to strike out independently and improve 
them. 
Charles Ray, a star of the film world, tried to inject “a r t” 
into the films and went bankrupt. 
His creditors have filed more 
than a dozen suits against him in Los Angeles courts. 
His in­ 
voluntary bankruptcy petition listed liabilities of about a million 
dollars, with assets of less than $200,000. 
In an interview with the United Press, at Hollywood, Ray 
said: “My desire to contribute something lasting to the motion 
picture profession broke me. 
I tried to produce my own pictures, 
and failed. 
It was poor business management. 
I attended to the 
acting, but my managers who handled the production and dis­ 
tribution, argued over petty things and we headed .straight to 
Bankruptcy.” 
“Life is just a series of experiences,” he philosophized. 
“ I 
went out and learned bitterly from experience. 
But I still think 
more of my career than money. 
“ I was not content to make good, light farces that would not 
last. 
That is why I sank on the financial scale. 
Rut I did it, and 
still am not unhappy. 
To achieve the things I wanted brought me 
happiness despite the fact that if brought me financial ruin, too. 
I didn’t go into the business to make money alone. 
I sough I 
merit. 
Now I know I will be able to do things on the silent stage 
that I would not have been able to do had I not tried the artistic.” 
Which shows that “a rt for a r t’s sake” has a definite tenure 
of existence and can last but so long. 
The creditors of Ray were 
not imbued with any artistic spirit. 
They want their money for 
his experiments and so the involuntary bankruptcy followed. 
But give Ray the credit fo f trying to do something, and al­ 
though he failed, his spirit is unbroken. 


UNT LE SVM AS A TRI M E R 


Of course, the stamped envelope subsidy is a convenience and 
a saving to many big concerns in the city, says the Staples World, 
but it is paternalistic and wrong. 
There is no more reason for 
the government furnishing people envelopes at less than cost than 
there is for it furnishing them shoes, millinery or dress goods on 
like terms. 
The Staples World continues its arguments and states that a 
bill, which if enacted will be a step in the right direction of Ink­ 
ing the government out of private business, has been introduced 
in the house by Representative Lozier of Missouri. 
It would re- j 
peal the postal laws that permit the postoffice departm ent to pi ini 1 
and sell to the public envelopes. 
“The federal government now is in competition with v irtu -J 
ally every job printer and country newspaper in the United States, J 
for it has been printing envelopes and selling them below cost.” ! 
says Mr. Lozier. “As a result, small newspapers are being driven 
out of business so far as the printing of envelopes is concerned. 
“ It is very well for a kind-hearted government to make the 
rate of postage so cheap that the privilege of the mails is denied 
nobody, but the m atter of the government printing envelopes with 
return address thereon at a price below cost, while it is a con­ 
venience for some persons, it is am injustice to others. 
“The price which Uncle Sam charges for the printing of 
stamped envelopes, an amount which is less than the actual cost 
of the work, naturally cannot be met by the local printer.”

NATI RE IN FICTION 


A m e r ic a n realists these days are picturing actual farm life, 
for, according to th e'Bookman, “one of the most marked develop­ 
ments in American fiction of the past ten years has been the 
change in front of the American w riter toward nature and the 
soil. 
“Those who know nature are writing what they know. 
The 
result is not pretty. W hat they know is what Zola knew and what | 
Thomas Hardy knows— that nature is not kind and sweet and j 
sentimental, and that farm life is not an Arcadian idyl. 
“Sometimes the fierce struggle against nature is a brutal 
picture and sometimes a tragic one, but always there is in it a 
fierce kind of splendor, as there must always be in the spectacle 
of so tiny a creature as man battling against the elements and in 
the end conquering them. 
It is a finer spectacle, more noble, more 
elevating, than all the specious, Pollyanna happiness which 
stream s from the typewriter of the novelist who knows nothing 
of the truth. 
There is a fine available collection of American 
novels dealing with the struggle against nature— a finer collection 
perhaps than exists anywhere else in the world.”

REVIEWING LAST YEAR’S FOOTBALL 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Jan. 5. 
Dartmouth and Michigan, Red Grange and Ober- 
lander made the 1925 football season the most popular and the most interest­ 
ing in the history of the game. 
Attendance records were shattered wherever there was a stadium large 
enough to provide a record and Columbus entertained the largest number 
of paid spectators when 83,000 sat in 
on the Ohio State-Ulinois game in which 
the great Grange finished his college career. 
The rise and fall of Grange was not only tile big news event of the sea­ 
son but one of the most dramatic of all stories. 
Facing the chance to make a half-million dollars by professional activi­ 
ties, Grange broke down after joining the Chicago Bears, a professional team. 
He tried to do something that 
experienced trainers say never can be 
done. 
He tried to play four and live 
games a week and broke down so badly 
that he had to call a halt. 
When he turned professional he was showered with more than $50,000 
for various games and stunts and he was in a way to make a millionaire of 
himself as long as he could keep his hold on the public. 
He had been playing only for a little over a week when the cheers 
turned into jeers. 
There was no college loyalty in the stands. 
When he 
couldn’t deliver what the customers had put out their money to see, they 
gave him the Bronx cheer 
The 1925 season was one of great teams. Seldom are found In one reason 
a pair of teams to compare to Michigan and Dartmouth and such a large 
number of good teams as Washington, Alabama, Tulane, Missouri, North­ 
western and many others. 
Critics who saw both teams in action were unwilling to venture tin 
opinion upon what would happen if the Dartmouth and Michigan teams had 
played. 
The nearest Fielding Yost, Michigan coach, came to an opinion was 
when he said: 
"There is no play in football against which Michigan cannot find a de­ 
fense.” 
This statement was significant in that no teams that tried it, could find 
a defense for the great forward passing combination of Oberlander to Tully 
with which Dartmouth swept the gridiron. 
Dartmouth wasn’t defeated or tied, but Michigan lost one game to North­ 
western by a score of 3 to 2. 
This defeat meant very little, however, as the field was ankle deep In 
mud and Northwestern got the chance for a field goal on tv fumble. 
Northwestern failed to make a first down and gained-only l l yards In 
the entire game. 
The prominence played by the forward pass in winning a large number 
of important games started the conservatives complaining again and asking 
for a change in the rules. 
One suggestion with merit was a proposal to make a ball free when it 
leaves the passer’s hand and allow it to be recovered by either side if it hap­ 
pens to be knocked down. 
Glenn Warner, Knute Rockne, Tad Jones, Fielding Yost nnd other lead­ 
ing coaches defend the open game and give it the credit for the surprising 
development of interest in the game. 
After the death of Walter Camp it was thought that the vogue of picking 
All-American teams might pass but there were a greater number published 
than ever before. 
Edward K. Hall, chairman of the football rules committee, condemned 
the practice because of the stress that it makes on individual players. 
The boys who are named on any of the important teams, however, will 
not bother about official criticism as long as they win the honor—if any. 
Increasing interest developed during the season in the professional game 
even before Red Grange left his "77” at Illinois and joined the Chicago 
Bears. 
The games in New York were well patronized but with one season as a 
foundation it is impossible to say whether the crowds came out of curiosity 
or were really interested in the game.
